SHRIMP MIGRATION 


STUDIED BY BUREAU, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 238.—(4)— 
Experts at the fisheries bureau pon- 
dered today a mathematical’ theory 
that one-fourth of the shrimp popula- 
tion in waters off Florida and Geor- 
gia is caught by fishermen each sea- 
son. 


They figured it out on the basis of 
returns from shrimp tagged by a 
staff from the bureau last winter 
along the south Atlantic coast. Of the 
3,800 tagged, more than 900 were 
caught and returned to the bureau. 

The tagging experiment, which was 
continued this year, is part of a study 
of the shrimp movement from season 
to season. Frank T. Bell, commission- 
er of the bureau, said there was a 
strong possibility that large shrimp, 
which always disappear at the begin- 
ning of cold weather, move into deeper 
water, leaving only the younger and 
smaller ones in regular fishing

The normal 1,000,000 population of 
Spain’s capital city, authorities esti- 
mated, had been increased 50 per cent 
by streams of haggard old men, wom- 
en and children which have trudged 
to the city from Fascist-captured 
areas. 

The government tonight saw sheer 
force of numbers as the best—and 
perhaps only—method of. breaking 
the Insurgent attack before it gained 
the gates of the city. 


The military high command mobi- 
lized all able-bodied men between 20 
and 45 into a new second line army 
estimated at $5,000. 


Fascist leaders tonight smiled with 
utmost confidence at reports of Ma- 
drid’s physical and human defenses so 
hastily organized against them. 

The advance units of their V- 
shaped attack were each within 10 
miles of Madrid and having little 
difficulty driving forward much as 
they chose. 

For the final assault on the city 
itself, the Fascists were saving a 
deadly fleet of 200 “baby” armored 
cars and tanks. 

With machine guns spitting death 
from the slits in the sides of these 
mobile pill-boxes, the Fascist leaders 
said, their men shoulc be able to kill 
all who opposed their triumphant en- 
trance into Madrid. 

Fear Burning of City. 

It was not their wish, the Fascist 
leaders asserted, to spill more blood 
in the beautiful boulevards of Madrid 


than was necessary for its capture. 

The populace, they hoped, would be 
terrified into surrender by their daily 
airplane strafing, and if not by this, 
the capital’s defenders might be de- 
moralized when the Insurgent artil- 
lery was brought into play. 

Field batteries of six-inch guns, able 
to shell Madrid from a distance of 
but a few miles, were wheeled up 
with the advance Fascist infantry 
units. 

It would not be long. the Insurgent 
leaders said. before they would 
whining shells into the very patios 
of Madrid. 

Recalling the sacking and burning 
of Irun earlier in the civil war, the 
Insurgent leaders said there was also 
the possibility that the anarchists 
within Madrid might set the city afire 
as soon as it became apparent the 
Fascists advance was inexorable. 

The Insurgent attackers tonight 
were deployed in a narrow “V” with 
the vortex at Parla, about 14 miles 
south-southwest of Madrid on the road 
to Toledo. 

Looking at the war map, the right 
point of the “V” was at El Cerro 
De Los Angeles, less than ten miles 
south of the capital on the Aranjuez 
road; the left point of the “V” was 


‘at Alecorcon, about eight miles south- 


west of the capital on the road from 
Madrid to Navalearnero, 
Claim Planes Destroyed. 
Even the Madrid war ministry today 


awaited government defeats on various| 


sectors. Some observers fel: these an- 
nouncements might have been given 


out in an effort to convince the pop- 
ulace of their desperate situation. 

A Spanish battlefront dispatch 
reaching Paris today said Insurgent 
warplane pilots had reported the gov- 
ernment forces drawn into Madrid’s 
suburbs. 

Only at Talavera De La Reina, the 
government announcement said, had 
their forces harassed the enemy. 
Twelve Insurgent planes were destroy- 
ed, it was said, when government 
planes bombed a Fascist temporary 
airdrome there.

WILL ENFORCE LAWS 


FOR LABOR’S PROTECTION 


For many years I hare believed 


in the necessity for organization as 
a means of advancing the fortunes of 
the individual worker, raising his 
standard of living and giving him 
the position in the world to which 
he is entitled. It is a fact that the 
supreme court of the United States 
recognizes the right of organized la- 
bor through peaceful methods to ex- 
tend organization to labor that is un- 
organized, that it recognizes the right 
to peaceful pi«cseting, and generally 
that the law is on the side of those 
who as workers are eager to promote 
their own fortunes and those of their 
fellow workers in the same or other 
industries. 

It is an old story that labor has 
the risht to organize and bargain 
collectively through representatives of 
its own choosing without interfer- 
ence by employers. But like many 
another old story, it needs to be em- 
phasized and applied. When I am 
president I will see to it that fed- 
eral laws for the protection of work- 
ers are enforced.

EMPLOYERS. WORKERS’ PACT 
‘IS THE AMERICAN WAY 


As Mr. Gompers said, “From the 
moment in which workers and em- 
ployers negotiate and agree upon 
terms, liours, conditions and wages, 
the principle of autocratic domination 
zives way to the principle of demo- 
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cratic co-operation.” In those words 
Mr. Gompers stated the American 
way of meeting the labor problem. It 
is the only democratic way. False 
liberali m and undisguised autocracy 
follow a different route. They do not 
bridge the chasm... They. widen 
Theirs is the way- of war,:not of 
peace, 

Mr. Gompers’ great success in the 
cause of organized labor lay in his 
genius in fecognizing that the situ- 
ation of the workingman in this coun- 
try is different from that of fabor 
in the old world. In most European 
nations labor has become a class 


apart. In America labor always has} 


been merged in the nation es a whole. 


Labor in this country has _ pro- 
gressed by following the Gompers 
policy of keeping free from entangle- 
ment with any political group. That 
policy more than anything else is re- 
sponsible for the steady advance it 
has made. In the United States real 
wages have constantly increased, but 
at the same time labor has retained 
its freedom. More than that, it has 
won general recognition of its right 
to freedom of action. 


SEEK TO INTRODUCE 
EUROPEAN SYSTEM 


We are witnessing in this country 
today an effort to introduce into the 
camp of American labor the Euro- 
pean system of political alliances 
which invariably victimizes labor. In 
trying times leaders always arise who 
claim they can deliver the labor vote 
to one political camp or the other. 
Back in 1904 even Mr. Gompers him- 
self was accused of belonging to this 
class. The cry was raised: “Gompcrs 
has promised to deliver the labor 
vote.” Years later when writing the 
Story of his life he made reply. Il 
quote: 


“I knew full well that I could 
not deliver the labor vote nor did 
I make any such promise or pre- 
tense. It was simply absurd for 
anyone to charge that [ had in mind 
either the desire or the will or the 
ability to deliver the labor vote. 

_ “To meet that unjust criticism 
and attack I frequently declared up- 
on the public platform as well as 


in conferences and writings that I | 


had not the power to deliver the 
vote of any man. The only vote 
which I controlled was my own.” 
Mr. Gompers spoke truly. No one 
can deliver the labor vote of America 
to any one political party. No one 
can deliver any other class vote in 
America to any one political party. 

Why? Because there are no 
classes in America. We are one na- 
tion and one people. We are a na- 
tion of individuals and of freemen. 
As freemen we may:differ in our 
opinions on national affairs.

us this monument to stand at the 
principal eastern gateway to the new 
world, Grover Cleveland, President of 
the United States, accepted this gift 
with the pledge that “we will not 
forget that liberty has here made 
her home: nor shall her chosen altar 
be neglected.” 

During those 50 years that cov- 
enant between ourselves and our 
most cherished convictions has not 
been broken. 

FOUND NEW WORLD 
INSTEAD OF GOLD 


Four hundred years ago, in Europe 
as well as in Asia, there was little 
hope of liberty for the average men 
of courage and good will. The am- 
bitions of a ruling class ani the times 
alike, conspired agains liberty. of 
conscience, liberty of speech, iiberty 
of the person, liberty of economic 
opportunity. Wars, dynastic and re- 
ligious, had exhausted both the sub- 
stance and the tolerance of the old 
world. There was neither economic 
nor political liberty—nor any hope 
for either. 

Then came one of the great ironies | 
of history. Rulers needed to find gold | 
to pay their armies and increase | 
their power over the common men. | 
The seamen they sent to find that 
gold found instead the way of escape 
for the common man from those rul- 
ers.

Lest the Arab citrus growers be 
ruined by a prolongation of the gen- 
eral strike, the Arabic higher commit- 
tee, upon the appeal of four rulers 
of neighboring countries, has called 
off the strike which has held the Holy 
Land in its grip for six months, with 


'a display of terror and destructive- 


ness as was seldom witnessed before. 
In Britain great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed with the termination of the 
strike, and no doubt also in Jewish 
circles. 

It is to be remarked, however, that 
the Arabs put over a clever diplo- 
matic maneuver. The Iman of Yemen, 
King Ibn Saoud of the Hedjaz, King 
Fhazi f Irak and the Emir Abdullah 
of Transjordan are credited with hav- 
ing brought the disturbances to an 
end. This means that there is, after 
all, something of a pan-Arabic soli- 
darity. 

In dealing with Palestine, Great 
Britain will henceforth know that she 
has not only to respect the wishes of 
the local Arabs, but that the whole 
Arabic world is interested in the set- 
tlement, for Egypt also was involved 
in the diplomatic negotiations which 
led to the present peace move. Peace 
is of course an important acquisition, 
but one fears that the definite set- 
tlement that is to follow will see a 
decided limitation of Jewish enter- 
prise in the country, given the con- 
ditions under which the strike was 
called off.

French, German and Czech military 
experts, there is no doubt. While or- 
ganizing this army, the Russian dip- 
lomats, M. Litvinoff at the head, has 
sought to strengthen his country’s po- 
sition by constructing a system of al- 
liances, 

This system of alliances is a very 
shaky affair. With the exception of 
Turkey, Russia has virtuall: no ally. 
Russia fears, therefore, that when the 
German attack finally comes, she will 
have to face it alone. However, before 
that happens, Moscow is making a 
last effort to embroil the cards in Eu- 
rope. What the Russians would like 
to see is the general world conflagra- 
tion starting with a German attack on 
France. That would bring France defi- 
nitely into alliance with Moscow. But 
since France might in the course of 
time swing to the right again—and 
the right leaders favor an_ under- 
standing with Hitler leaving him a 
free hand in the east—evervthing pos- 
sible is being done by the French 
Communists to goad Hitler into at- 
tacking France at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 

That is the sense of the Communist 
mass meeting which were recently held 
in France right on the borders of 
Germany. Facts are facts, and al- 
though I have always believed that 
Russia wants peace—and she does 
want peace—one must now take into 
consideration the evidence’ that she 
will not hesitate to plunge Europe 
into a sort of preventative war. It is 
a most dangerous game. One pities 
the Communist parties in different 
countries, whose members, while 
thinkine that they serve an ideal, are 
in reality being used to further the 
design¢ #f a Red imperialism.

ELECTION GLEANINGS WASHINGTON, Oct. 28. — Governor 


Landon has a small but apparently bare 
margin in Michigan. The best surveys indicate he has reason to expect 
a majority of about 50,000 votes there, although this figure is not 
guaranteed. 

- Massachusetts is supposed to be even sSurer for Landon, with pros- 
pects that his majority there may reach 170,000. 

President Roosevelt’s majority in Missouri is being expertly guessed 
at a strong 170,000; in Arizona, at a slim 20,000,and, in New Mexico, 
at a Slimmer 18,000. 

Note—None of these figures is perfect, but the guesses for the west- 
ern states usually work out more accurately than in the more populous 
states. 


TODAY’S SPECIAL All the polls show Governor Landon leading in 


South Dakota, but the small sum of ten cents 
(no more, no less) could safely be wagered that Mr. Roosevelt may 
carry it by a majority of 13,000 to 30,000 votes. 


INVERSION The only really sure indication of Governor Landon’s 
election was given the other day when General Johnson 
told friends Landon would not. carry five states. The general won a 
reputation in NRA days for prophesying backward with unfailing regu- 
larity. 
Incidentally, Johnson has met all rumors that he may be the next 
secretary of war with the crack that the only thing he is likely to be 
secretary of is the White House dog house. This makes it more or less

SAFETY FIRST The hypersensitive State Department has rarely 

: been hyped on any subject as much as upon the 
forthcoming Pan-American conference. The experts in delicacy have 
been really outdoing themselves in an effort to keep that meeting pure 
and serene. 

For example, there is an assistant state secretary named Sumner 
Welles. The statement that he exists can now be made flatly. Report- 
ers Saw him the other day with their own eyes, for just about the first 
time since he took office. He called them in. That, in itself, caused 
a sensation in State Department quarters. It was expected that nothing 
less than a declaration of war would be announced, but all Mr. Welles 
wanted to say was that there was nothing in the visit paid him by Juan 
B. Sacasa, former president of Nicaragua. 

It was the first that anyone had heard of Sacasa’s visit, because Mr. 
Welles always runs his visitors in and out without detection. Neverthe- 
less, Mr. Welles did not want the word to get to South America that 
he had been hobnobbing with the Nicaraguan, installed by the Stimson 
mediation and later tossed by Guardia forces who were tutored in milder 
tactics by American marines. 


DOUBTS Japan has been hinting around that she would like to main- 

tain the status quo on fortifications in the Pacific. She is 
supposed to have sounded out England and England has sounded out our 
authorities about what will be done when the 1921 treaty pledge against 
fortifications expires December 31. Nothing official has been. done 
about it yet. 

It Sounds like a good idea, but there is more than a suspicion here 
that Japan would not now be in favor of the status quo unless the 
Status quo was in her favor. That is, authorities have reason to believe 
that Japan must have completed her indirect fortification program. 
She has been dredging out harbors, only for ‘‘commercial purposes,” of 
course; creating sand beach landing fields, only for “commercial planes,” 
of course, and generally has worked her commercial program around so 
that it fits her naval needs perfectly. 

For instance, there are the Bonin islands, 500 miles south of her 
mainland. She had a $400,000,000 fortification project started there 
in 1921 when the treaty scrapped it. Not an outside visitor has been 
permitted to visit the Bonins since 1921. Dredging is said to have made 
the harbor big enough to house about two-thirds of the Japanese fleet. 
Perhaps the half-dozen 16-inch mortars she had on Peel island there 
have not been augmented, but maybe she added about a few dozen more 


for ‘‘commercial” purposes. Our authorities do not Suspect that, but 
they do not know.

been a bit of a puzzle because our 
friends, the British press, are known tv 
have a robust appetite for scandal 
and snappy copy affecting Americans, 
and this one would seem to have been 
just their dish. British editors are 
partial to American news, but they 
specialize in items about Hollywood 
divorces, kidnapings, race riots and 
gang massacres. Last year about this 
time they had a field day with the 
story of the execution of our Dutch 
Schultz and some of his boys, by some 
of their friends. Later they enjoyed 
themselves thoroughly for many a day 
with the story of the flight of Colonel 
Lindbergh to escape a repetition of 
the foul ambuscade in which a photog- 
rapher sniped a picture of his son, 
Jon. In fact, some of the British 
papers which thanked God they were 
British and conducted in good taste 
with a gentleman’s regard for a gen- 
tleman’s privacy, went so far as to 
reproduce to the extent of half a page 
the very picture which had been sniped 
by the American photographer, and 
to snipe some pictures of their own 
showing the arrival of the colonel and 
his baby in the land where the gen- 
tleman’s privacy is scrupulously re- 
spected. They did this only by way 
of proving that he had actually been 
driven out by an unscrupulous press 
and actually had arrived in England. 
That much I know from personal ob- 
servation, and I am bold enough to 
assume that the British editors neg- 
lected no morsel of the Mary Astor 
diary story last summer, because that 
would be the kind of American story 
they would most enjoy.

Ackerman, the 
dean of journalism at Columbia Uni- 
versity, going through Paris on a trip 
around the world, sounded a note otf 
complaint over the type of news which 
was selected in the British countries 
to report how life was going In Amer- 
ica. Many momentous social and po- 
litical issues were up in the American 
news at the time, but wherever he 
stopped in the British ports on which 
the sun never sets, the American news 
in the papers consisted of crime, scan- 
dal and sensational divorce. 

But every country to its own taste, 
and if that is the British taste never 
let it be said that the American rou- 
tine is unequal to the requirements of 
their editors. 

To Americans, however, the curious 
thing is that the most sensational di- 
vorce story in, just for a figure, 4 
hundred years, occurred on their own 
home grounds and involving a close 
friend of his majesty their king, has 
made absolutely no appeal to the news 
sense of the British press. It would 
be wrong to say that it has not ap- 
pealed to the interest of the British 
public, for the cables report that 
American papers carrying the Simp- 
son case were quickly bought up on 
arriving in London. That would be 
understandable because there is no 
public in the world with a stronger 
appetite for such matter than the 
British, as anyone knows who worked 
in London before the constant flow 
of foul and obscene verbatim divorce 
testimony made it necessary to adopt 
restrictive laws. If you never saw 
the divorce pieces in an English Sun- 
day paper before the law was amended 
as a sanitary measure you can not 
have any notion what filth is. But 
they loved it and those papers sold 
in tremendous figures, and there again 
we come to the mystery of the ex- 
treme reticence of the British editors 
in the Simpson case.

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HEALTH TALKS

There is enough scientific and clin- 
ical evidence to show that shortages 
of vitamins B, C and D may be fac- 
tors in the development of arthritis, 
and that adequate daily doses of these 
vitamins may speed relief and recoy- 
ery from arthritis. 

One ounce of lemon juice, grape- 
fruit juice, orange juice, tomato juice 
or lime juice a day will prevent 
scurvy. Probably 12 to 14 units of 
vitamin C in an ounce of citrus fruit 


juice or the edible part of the fruit, 
and the same amount in an ounce of 
fresh tomato juice or the pulp of fresh 
tomato. Canned tomato or tomato 
juice (that is, canned by vacuum proc- 
ess as in the factory, not home-can- 
ned) contains about 3-4 of the vita- 
min C of the fresh vegetable. Authori- 
ties estimate that an optimal daily ra- 
tion of vitamin C for normal adults 
is 2 units—equivalent to three 
ounces of any of the items mentioned. 
Many investigators believe that a pro- 
longed moderate shortage of vitamin 
C, not severe enough to produce clear- 
cut scurvy, may account for lowering 
of general vitality, depression, lassi- 
tude, poor appetite, irritability. A diet 
deficient in vitamin C will produce in 
animals a joint disease resembling 
arthritis in man; which clears up aft- 
er vitamin C has been restored to the 
diet. 

Lhe daily ration of vitamin B for 
normal adults is 8U units for each 
10U calories. One ounce of wheat germ 
contains 35U units of vitamin B. One 
ounce of wheat bran contains per- 
haps 80 units of vitamin B. One ounce 
ot plain wheat contains 6U units of 
vitamin Bb. One ounce ot ‘fresh peas 
contains 6U units of vitamin B. One 
ounce of rolled oats contains 68 units 
of vitamin B. One ounce of egg yolk 
contains 50 wnits of vitamin B. One 
ounce whole wheat, or graham bread 
44 units; one ounce white bread prac- 
tically no vitamin B. 

The embryo, germ or heart of the 
wheat kernei, the richest natural food 
source of vitamin HK, is removed from 
wheat in milling, chiefly because flour 
does not keep a long time unless this 
is done. 

Dried yeast is the richest known 
source of vitamin Bb, but only limited 
quantities of yeast may be taken for 
the vitamin content. 

One suffering from chronic arthri- 
tis. should have 1,000 units of vita- 
min B daily, aud when the carboby- 
drate material in the diet is restricted 
it is important to see to it that the 
vitamin ration shall not be restricted, 
but rather increased, by supplementing 
the diet with suitable vitamin concen-
